From our viewpoint, the upper 
Prado dam site la much superior 
and preferable, for the reason that 
it is possible to make a much 
simpler, easier and toss expensive 
change In our line and one which 
will 
be much easier m aintained 
and operated with less hazard than 
would be the case in the ex tra­

As you are aware, should the dam

Horace C. Head, attorney, today 
made a deposition before a court 
reporter at the request of Finkle’s 
attorney, Randall J. Hood. of Lo* 
Angeles. 
Pointed questions were directed 
at Head by Hood during the tak­ 
ing of th# déposition, to which the 
local attorney always had a ready 
answer, constantly reiterating the 
statement 
that 
he 
wrote the 
article for publication at the time 
of the campaign In order that the 
voters of the county might have 
all the facts before them by which 
to judge the reliability of Tinkle 
and the weight they could attach 
to his testimony and advice. He 
also averred that the question of 
Finkle’s ability was not injected 
into the campaign 
until 
after 
Finkle had first attacked the com­ 
petence of the engineers of the 
flood control district and the mo­ 
tives of the board in locating the 
Santa . Ana river dam. 
Head declared that practically 
all the information on which he 
based hi* article had come to 
him through members of the citi­ 
zens’ committee which favored the 
plan proposed by th» supervisors 
and that it was from persons In 
whom he had the utmost confi­ 
dence and respected as persons «f 
veracity.

In acting as the attorney for

Pointing out that he and his 
brothers operated mills at Harri­ 
man , Tenn., Covert said that he 
came here to Investigate the local 
plant after he bad learned from a 
traveling salesman that the plant 
here was available to experienced 
mill operators. 
Negotiations were completed that 
placed him in charge of th e ,plant 
In August, 1927. Asserting tnat the 
Institution had been 
beset with 
many troubles, the manager said 
that the plant lo now working 
smoothly and satisfactorily, with 
production In quantity sufficient to 
make it profitable. 
Covert pointed out that in the 
matter of freight rates the com­ 
pany here 
could 
compete 
with 
eastern mills in laying down goods 
on the Atlantic coast, due to the 
availability of water transportation. 
He declared, In answer to a query, 
that woolen blankets can ba pro­ 
duced here cheaper than in eastern 
or southern mills. 
The oompany, 
however, is at a disadvantage when 
it comes to getting raw materials 
from eastern points, largely be­ 
cause it takes SO days for goods 
to arrive after they are ordered.
